WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Foods Situation. Market Reports. 
, Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


Every year witnesses more buyers in attendance at the 
annual meetings of the Canners, and this year is no excep- 
tion, but on the contrary shows the heaviest attendance of 
these gentlemen yet recorded. This only marks a closer 
drawing together of ail interests in the business, a move- 
ment that cannot but result in good. For the jobber or 
buyer is just as essential to the welfare of the business as 
the canner, their interests are mutual, and the more often 
they thus come together to consider the points of difference 
or advantage between them the sooner will all business be- 
tween the two be benefited. In fact as we look at it, the 
canners will gain through the attendance of the buyers, be- 
cause the buyers will in this way become more familiar with 
the troubles of the canners, learn what obstacles the canner 
has to face in order to carry out his side of the contract, 
and having seen these and known them to be realities, and 
not excuses, the jobber must be more considerate of the 
canner. 

In the same way the canner will learn from the jobber 
the troubles he has with his trade; wherein and wherefrom 
the complaints come on the goods the canner produces, and 
having seen these will learn how to avoid them, or failing 
to do this, understand why the jobber complains. If there 
was no other result from their meeting and close relation- 
ship than the benefits derived for mmeeting the other man 
and learning that he is a pretty good fellow, honest in his 
intentions and not a scheming Shylock ever on the outlook 
for his pound of flesh, a great amount of good would result 
to the business. 

But with the buyers away, and in the present lethargic 
condition of the market, it must hardly be necessary to say

that there has been nothing doing in canned foods this 
week. Matters of moment are being decided this week in 
Rochester, matters which will affect the entire conduct of 
the business during the year to come, and it is therefore 
little wonder that the holder of goods refuses to take action 
until he learns what is demanded of him, or that the buyers 
hold off until they see what can be expected. 

From the packer’s point of view, and that is the view 
in which we are interested, they are wise to wait, or to go 
slowly with future business until they have fully digested 
what the new conditions mean. Contracts are drawing 
closer every year on the makers, and it might as well be 
understood that they must be lived up to the full letter as 
well as the intent in years tocome. Many care insisting 
upon having a pro rata clause in their contracts, and we 
are in hearty sympathy with them in their stand, but this 
pro rata clause must not be used as a cloak to cover short 
deliveries, because of a rising market, nor on the part of 
the jobber as a reason for rejecting the goods, if the market 
has gone off. In a word this privilege must not be abused, 
or it would soon be killed. 

With regard to tomatoes, the market is in a peculiar 
state. It has gone to such heights that the guess is now 
as to kow high it will ultimately go, rather than any effort 
on the part of holdersto sell. The remarkably long spell 
of severe cold weather we have had for more than a month, 
has put a ban on shipping, the risk being too great, and 
this has made the holders satisfied to keep on holding or at 
least to rest easy until weather conditions open up and to

turn a deaf ear to all offers until it does. At $1.30 for 
standard tomatoes, the year promises to eclipse the high 
water mark set in 1902, when in June they reached $1.60. 
But if everyone holds for the top price, that water mark 
will not be reached, and possibly the best advice in this re- 
spect is to repeat what was said at the time the record. was 
made, namely, ‘‘let the other fellow make a little and be 
satisfied with the good profit the goods now show.’’ In 
this connection it must be recalled, also, that some holders 
were caught in 1902 still holding theirs when the market 
dropped, and dropped like a bullet. There is always a 
right time to let go, but just when, is the problem that 
everyone must solve for himself. 

In corn the recovery is beginning to show signs of ap- 
pearing, and for the good quality article, holders may soon 
be rewarded tor their faith. The jobbers know there is not 
an overload of good corn in canners’ hands. But they also 
know that they can buy for sometime yet, withont causing 
an undue rise in prices, because most canners have been 
overawed by the statistics. Sight is lost of the fact that 
the great bulk of all the corn reported, was out of canners’ 
hands long before the figures were compiled; in fact the dis- 
tiibution has been the heaviest on record in this article, 
even if the pack was a record, and that the surplus is all 
represented in poor quality stuff. In fact, with the remov- 
al of this poor corn, as one well posted man put it, the sta- 
tistics for corn would show light figures. A realization of 
this is fast taking hold. 

Peas are as independent as they please to be, because 
their scarcity is not only known, but pretty well assured for 
the year and pack of 1912. Other articles of special pack- 


ing are meeting with fair demand and are well maintained 
at full prices. 


Owing to the long tie-up in oyster catching, the can- 
ning of cove oysters has been very light up to date, and the 
indications seem to be that this tie-up will continue for 
some weeks, so the pack of cove oysters this year bids fair 
to be a light one, as there will be only March and April in 
which to make up forthe loss. And oysters are not like 
fruits or vegetables in which the glut can be worked up in 
night and day rushes. If the oysters were here, the work 
could be put in on them, but other interests demand their 
share—the raw shippers, as they are termed—and if the 
canners try to corner the supplies they will find they have 
run prices so high on themselves that they cannot touch 


them. It ought to mean advancing figures on cove oysters 
at an early date. 


There is nothing new to report in cans or canners’ 
metals. 

We know how hungry you are for news of the Con 
vention and we regret not being able to give you some of 
of it, but think it best to defer the matter until our issue 
of ihe 23rd, when we will give you it ALL, rather than give 
you scraps of it now.*

The New York Market 


Market Conditions. 


New York, February 7, 1912. 

The Market.—While there is some improvement in 
general trade the increase has not been as marked as some 
holders would like to see. Conditions are, perhaps, a little 
disappointing in some directions, though, as a whole, it is 
not greatly different from what has hitherto been outlined. 
Buyers are making more inquiries, but it cannot be found 
that actual sales have followed in more than a fraction of 
the instances mentioned. Prices remain unchanged, 
though here and there a holder would reduce slightly if 
purchasers would clear out all he hasin stock. Tomatoes 
are unchanged, but movement is not heavy. ‘The same ob- 
servation applies tocorn. In other lines the change is not 
sufficient to make any difference. A considerable number 
of the large buyers have been in Rochester in attendance 
upon the convention this week and business has been slow 
proportionately. Many look for an increase after the con- 


’ vention is over and dealers have learned from discussion 


with others what to expect. 

Tomatoes.—The market has advanced to $1.25, but 
it has not been very active. Wholesalers seem to be dis- 
posed to buy back from retailers and the latter are not 
averse to taking profits when such favorable opportunities 
are offered. This, of course, precludes any increased sale 
direct from packers, but it clears the way for important 
business later when the stocks are exhausted. The higher 


prices will reduce consumption to some extent, since the 
most liberal sales are around 10 cents a can, retail. When 
the price goes above that, there is more difficulty in clear- 
itg out holdings. It will be found, however, that there 
will be plenty of business, even at the advanced rate. To- 
matoes have become so much of a necessity that the average 


. housewife would not know how to get along without them. 


Not much is done in futures, since most dealers are of the 


opinion that the prospects for the coming pack do not war- 
rant the high values which are placed upon standard 3s by 
packers. In some instances this attitude has undoubtedly 
prevented large sales. Something is moving all the time, . 
but relatively the sales are light. 

Corn.—Not much change has been reported in the 
market. It is about the only sort of vegetable which has 
not advanced. Perhaps the increase will come later when 
the trade has discovered that the poor quality has ‘all been 
sold. The depression in business has been more due to this 
than to any other cause. Hence it will be a benefit when 
the poor stock is entirely distributed. | The price remains 
the same, though it is said in some instances that it is mere- 
ly nominal. In other words, it is more than likely just 
what the buyer and seller make it. There is little to en- 
courage dealers to take hold and push its sale, which may 
account for the dullness which weighs down the market al- 
most as seriously as it has since the packing season closed. 

Peas.—Wisconsin and Indiana packers have about 
sold up on futures. Indeed, it is difficult to secure any 
favorable replies from packers by those who want more 
stock. The seed situation bas become so acute and the 
possibility of a reduction in output is so strongly marked 
that few are willing to assume any further risks.. The pea 
situation will have to develop as the season progresses. It 
is impossible to set any accurate estimate now. 

Beans.—The situation has remained unchanged of 
late. Sales are made in a small way and full outside prices 
prevail for best qualities, but movement has been restricted 
in most cases. Baked sorts are more active than others 
now and prices are well maintained. 

Sweet Potatoes.—Some inquiry has developed re- 
cently and business has increased in some localities. The 
general sale is larger for this sort of product than two years

ago and prices are held firmly up to quotations during the 

movement which is progressing so satisfactorily now. 
Spinach.—This article has shown increased sales all 

the season. Buyers are devoting increased attention to it 


and there is a disposition to hold prices firmly, pending any 
further change which may occur. 


Asparagus.—California packers are reported as out 
after business. They have made good sales already, but 
not enough to satisfy them. They are, therefore, getting 
in communication with the trade, to ascertain, if possible, 
what may be expected in this direction. Packing will be- 
gin ems time next month and crop prospects are reported 
good. 

Fruits.— Many California packers have changed prices 
upon their stocks. In some instances they have moved 
quotations up or down, while in others they have intro- 
duced or eliminated varieties in the lists. The situation 
offers no certainty of remaining as‘at present. Stocks are 


genenally light and sales are likely to be made at full out- 
side values for a considerable time. 


Apples.—Good New York No. tos are in demand, but 
prices are somewhat disappointing. The quality is not al- 
together satisfactory and in some instances reductions have 
been made because of this. As a whole, however, the mar- 
ket is in fairly satisfactory condition, considering the qual- 
ity of the stock, which is poor and rather uneven. Some 


of the difficulty is ascribed to ignorance, while others are 
using an uglier term and allow no excuses to be made. 


Salmon.—There is no change. Even though the 
largest consuming season is almost here, buying is still re- 


stricted. Perhaps it would be impossible to determine 
where there are any important supplies. Sales are made, 
it is true, but in a small way only and business suffers be- 
cause holders remain so firm in their views. It would be 
well, perhaps, for the trade, if it were possible to discover 
just what proportion of the supply is available from first 
hands, but clearly that is out of the question. Accordingly 
they are compelled to go on and undertake to make pur- 
chases in the old, blind way. It is certain that business 
will be restricted by high prices and that dealers who have 
any considerable quantity on hand will suffer some incon- 
venience if they do not in some way favor the purchasers in 
some degree. 

Sardines.— The price of American pack has advanced 
10 cents a case on February 1, and will go on up at least 
another 10 cents on February 10. Packers say this is to 
cover cost of carrying through the winter. Demand is 
light, though inquiry is increasing and larger business is 
expected within a short time. Tne consuming season for 
such goods is almost here and it is expected that sardines 
will share to some extent in the Lenten improvement. 

Oysters.—A little increase in inquiry is noted, but 
movement is still slow and sales are made only to satisfy 
immediate requirements. The supply on hand is not large 
and most holders are insisting upon full outside quotations. 

Crab Meat.—Not much sale has resulted from the of- 
ferings of Japanese pack in this market. The stock has 
been poor and in numerous instances has been returned 
from the consumer. Offerings of futures are now being 
made, but it is not stated thae sales are very important.

Special Correspondence from the Windy City. News of the past week. 


CuicaGco, February 6, 1912. 

The Weather.—During the past week the weather 
has been milder than for some time previously and it has 
been snowing much of the time but shipping of canned 
foods has not been interfered with by the cold and distri- 
bution improved. 

The Great Convention.—Many of the wholesale 
canned food buyers of Chicago and most of the brokers have 
gone to the National Canners’ Convention at Rochester and 
the business transacted this week will be greatly restricted. 

Added Water.—Great interest is being felt in the 
position which the PureFood Bureau of the National Agri- 
cultural Department will take on unnecessary added water 
in canned foods, and there will be a large attendance of 
wholesale grocers and their canned food buyers to hear an 
address on the subject by a representative of the depart- 
ment. 

Off For Rochester.—I understand that Frost of Steele, 
Wedeler Co., Wilcox of Sprague, Warner & Co., White of 
Jno.

The 
“‘Special’’ was personally conducted by Mr. J. M. Hobbs, 
Secretary of The National Association of Canned Food and 
Dried Fruit Brokers, which accounts for the popularity of 
the train. Secretary Hobbs because of his natural courtesy 
kindliness and good common sense, coupled with experi- 
ence and quiet force of character is a typical secretary for 
a big Association and the organization is fortunate to have 
him in the position. 

Canned Tomatoes.—Conditions are mentally unset- 
tled and buyers of futures hardly know whether to buy at 
prevailing prices or wait for a lower price while sellers are 
dubious as to whether they should take on contracts at 
such prices or wait until the Convention is over and condi- 
tions under which the pack must be made defined. 

Brokers report that they have on file large orders for 
futures in tomatoes which they are unable to place even at 
full asking prices owing to the timidity of canners to sell 


_before they have secured their acreage and until the ques- 


tion of added water to standard grades have been discussed 
at the Convention by Prof. Bigelow, representative of the 
National Pure Food Department. 

Canned Corn.—The market is quiet though there is 
some inquiry for good quality at low prices. The interest 
in futures is absolutely lacking and jobbers seem to have 
copvtracted as far as they intend for the time being. 

Canned Peas.—The interest seems to center entirely 
in futures, the demand for spot goods except at lower prices 
than can be secured being practically nothing. 

Canners are all sold up on futures and it is almost im- 
possible to find a packer who will take on any kind of a 
contract at any price or otherwise than on a pro rata basis. 

It develops however, that there are a number of whole- 
sale grocers who are willing to sell a few contracts, pro- 
vided a satisfactory margin can be obtained, and provided 
they can sell them without resource. 

This goes to show that some of the heavy advance 
buying has been of a speculative character. 

It has also developed that the absolute dearth of pea 


seed is not altogether real as the high price has began to 


bring forth a few lots of seed peas from their retirement 
and I have heard of sales at lower than quoted prices. 

A Prediction.—En route to the great Fifth Conven- 
tion I predict that it will be the most largely attended and 
most interesting of all. 

I am told that the machinery exhibit will eclipse any 
previously attempted and that the attendance of canners 
from the Eastern States will be larger than every before.

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Maryland’s Proposed Law Regulating the Working 
Hours of Women. 


The Canned Goods Exchange of Baltimore City, under the date 
of February 6, sent out the following circular letter regarding the bill 
now pending before the Maryland Legislature to limit the working 
hours of women. This is a matter in which every canned goods pack- 


er in the State is vitally interested. |The subject is very forcibly set 
forth in the circular letter, which reads as follows: 


A bill is now pending before our State Legisiature restricting the 
working time of women in all manufacturing and mercantile houses 


to ten hours a day; and when the operations begin before 6 A. M., the 
working time is cut down to eight hours a day. 


Do you realize how this will affect the canning industry in Mary- 
land, which relies almost entirely upon women in preparing fruits and 
vegetables for canning? The canner who starts at five o’clock in the 
morning will be compelled to close at 1.30 P. M. The great bulk of 
the canning of fruits and vegetables is carried on from June to No- 
vember. According to Government statistics, over 30,000 hands are 
employed in the canning factories of Maryland alone. If we add the 
great numbers employed in the canneries of Delaware and New Jersey, 
the total will be between 40,000 and 45,000. The great majority of 
these are composed of Poles and Bohemians, who come from Baltimore. 
In busy seasons it is a conservative estimate that the supply of labor 
is not more than two-thirds of that required to operate the factories at 


their full capacity. Consequently, there is really a demand for 60,000 
hands in Maryland, Delaware and New Jersey. 


Does not this forcibly illustrate the impossibility of the canner 
employing two shifts for a day’s work? By far, the greater part of 
the work is piece-work. A woman who pares a basketful of apples, is 
paid for the same as soon thereafter as she asks for it. She is not 
compelled to stay throughout the day. A majority of the hands do 
stay for the entire day, but there are always a number who are coming 
and going at their own will, without even asking the permission of the 
employer. Under these circumstances no canner in Baltimore or in 
the county would dare to force his helpers to work a longer-time than 
they desired or mistreat them in any fashion, knowing that he could 
not hold them for the current or any future season if he did so. 

California is the only other State in the Union having such a law 
where canning is one of the chief industries, as is the case of Maryland; 
but the law in California limiting the hours of labor of women, pro- 


vides that it shall not apply to the drying, curing, harvesting or 
CANNING of perishable fruits or vegetables. 


Twenty-four states have passed laws limiting the hours 
of labor of women, and in every case the canning industry 
has been excepted. 

Would it not be well for the advocates of the Maryland bill to 
consider these facts, and particularly to keep in mind that large quan- 
tities of perishable goods are delivered to the canner, which must be 
worked up with quick dispatch or entirely lost by decay? The law 
should not apply with the same force to the canning industry, in 


which there is no possible control over the amount of goods delivered 
or the time of deliveries. 


There are other laws pending before tne present Legislature, re- 
lating to child labor, which will affect canners throughout the State. 

If you are interested in the proposed Ten-Hour Law, and believe 
that it should not properly be applied to canners, will you communi- 
cate with your Representatives in the Legislature to that effect? 
This is most important, for otherwise the canning industry 
will be most disastrously affected.

This will give a tremendous impetus to the trade in all 
lines of California products, which will be far beyond the 
realization of the most sanguine. 

The canned goods season is a very short one in this State. 
Hence it will be impossible to increase the supply sufficient 
to keep pace with the demand.

The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by our Special 


Correspondent for the past week. 


‘San Francisco, Cal.; Jan. 31, 1912. 
A ‘shenay business continues to be done in California 


* @anned fruits , but the. sales now being made are small in 


point of volume: It is claimed by. some buyers that local 
packers have shaded prices on some varieties of fruits, but if 
this is true it must have been on some very small lots where 
a cleanup was desired. Generally speaking the fruits now on 
hand are being held at a slight advance to cover storage 
charges and holders, are of the opinion that a general cleanup 
will result long before the new pack is ready. Apricots are 
now getting down to small holdings and the lower grades are 
practically exhausted. Peaches are in fair supply although 
holdings are much smaller than is usually the case at this 
season of the year. The bulk of the holdings of California 


fruits in first hands is in high grades with the demand for 
these steadily increasing. 


That the outlook for the future of the California canned 
fruit industry is exceedingly bright is the opinion of I. Jacobs, 
president of the California canneries, who says: “It can now 
be freely predicted that during the next few years there will 
be a famine in California canned fruits.

California canned tomatoes are now largely out of first 
hands and are being very firmly held, although there have 
been no further advances in price during the past ten days. 
The California Fruit Canners’ Association has been about the 
only packing firm that has had tomatoes to offer of late, and 
the announcement has just been made that this concern is so 
closely sold up that all Standards have been withdrawn from 
sale, the only goods.being offered at present being No. 2% 


and No. 3 Solid Pack, these being quoted at $1.05 and $1.15 
respectively. While no definite figures as to the extent of the 
California pack have been announced the estimate of the 


. writer of 1,375,000 cases will not be far from being correct. 


Considerable interest is being shown by Coast Wholesalers 
in corn for 1912 delivery and some heavy purchases have been 
made during the past week on the basis of 95c for Western and 


$1.25 for Maine. The general feeling is that early purchases 


will be advantageous and that the prices now being quoted 
will not be shaded for good corn.—Editors Note.—Advices from 
our California correspondent under date of 1st inst., state “in 
my copy of THE TRADE mailed yesterday I note a slip of the 
typewriter in the mention of corn. The market for futures here 
is quite active—more so than in other sections—but whole- 
salers are securing best Maine style corn at less than 75c.” 

Although opening prices for peas are considerably higher 
than they were last season, the advance ranging from 15c 
to 25c per dozen, early purchases on the part of Coast whole- 
salers have been heavy, as a shortage is feared. If seed can. 
be procured an increased acreage will be planted in this State 
but it is realized that the pack that can be put up here will 
fall far below the requirements of this territory. 


Canned crab meat is exceedingly scarce here and high prices 
are ruling, $12 per case being asked for fancy grades. It 
will be some time before the new pack of Japanese crab is 
available, and in the meantime lines other than this will have 
to be featured. 

Canned lobster is in very light supply here, and many 
wholesalers are unable to fill orders in full for the time being. 

While ‘the olive crop has been a large one ripe olives in 
tins and olive oil are relatively high in price with a heavy 
demand. In Southern California the cold.snap in December 
did considerable damage to olives and the output from that 
section of the State will not be as large as was at first thought 
probable. Large quantities of the olives now being packed 
there have been shipped from the Oroville district. 

Hunt Bros. Company of San Francisco is investigating the 
advisability of establishing a cannery at Exeter. 


A report is current that the Pacific Fisheries and Packing 
Co. has purchased the plant of the Moclips Canning Company 
at Moclips, Wash. 

H. F. Barnes, who owns canneries at Waldport and Oys- 
terville, Ore., is planning to erect a new salmon cannery at 
Kernville, on the Siletz River. 

The National Canning Company has been incorporated at 
Seattle, Wash., by Mark Ewald, E. S. McCord and others, the 
capital stock being placed at $15,000. 

The International Fisheries Company is prepariing to erect a 
large canning plant on Magdalena Bay, Lower California. 

J. F. Lobingier, president of the Golden State Canning Com- 
pany of Ontario, Cal., has purchased the interests of his partner, 
L. E. McCann, formerly secretary and manager,

The Following Opinions from Large Handlers of Canned Foods, as regards Selling 


and Buying, will be Found Interesting to All Concerned. 


TOMATOES, 

Wm. Silver & Co., Feb. 1.—There is no especial change to 
be noted in the Spot Tomato market. Stocks continue to be 
firmly held on the basis of 97% cents to $1.00 for 2s, $1.25 
for 3s and $3.60 for 10s. Those possessing stocks in first 
hands are holding same firmly, feeling that indications are 
strongly in favor of still higher prices. 

The demand for Future Tomatoes seems to be growing 
as the days go by and almost every responsible concern is 
being swamped with business—especially for 2s and 3s. This 
demand is not limited to any one section but is well distrib- 
uated, and everything available is being rapidly taken on the 
basis of 65 cents for 2s, 85 cents for 3s and $2.50 for 10s, 
and the present indications are for higher rather than lower 
prices. In the meantime, raw stock conditions are most un- 
settled and farmers are holding conventions in various sec- 
tions of the growing districts, binding themselves together 
not to contract except at unheard-of prices. Indications point 
that the general contract prices for raw stock this year will 
be higher than ever before in the history of the business—at 
least since it has reached any degree of volume. Conse- 
quently the most responsible and conservative packers are 
very loath to confirm except in limited quantities, as no one 
can predict what the outcome will be. 

T. J. Meehan & Co., Feb. 3.—Trading in future Tomatoes 
was on a large scale again this week, and the buying orders 
continue to come from the same widely separated markets 
covering, in fact, a majority of the States east of the Rockies. 
The volume of the business done in January is said to have 
been the largest done in that month in many years, a large 
number of the canners have already sold futures up to their 
limit of quantity and have withdrawn their offerings. 
Tempted by what seems to them a good price for the goods 
some of the canners have, perhaps, ventured beyond the 
safety line, and it may not be amiss to remind buyers that 
the man behind the contract is of more consequence than the 
purchase of the goods at a cent or two per dozen less of men 
who do not respect: their obligations. The Tomato growers 
and canners have not yet come to an agreement as to the 
price per ton for the crop of 1912, though it is reported that 
the canners show more disposition to allow a reasonable ad- 
vantage over the cost of the raw material last year. The 


growers demand $10.00 to $12.00 per ton, as to location and © 


delivery, for the crop of 1912, as against $8.00 to $10.00 per 


ton in 1911, and under the recent rulings of the Government, 
as to the method of packing the goods hereafter, the cost of 
production will be increased about as much more. At this 
writing the outlook is in favor of a strong and active market 
for futures, especially during the spring months when the 
demand for them is always heaviest. 

Heavy buying of future Tomatoes continued up to the 
close of business this week. A very large number of the can- 
ners are awaiting the results of the Convention at Rochester 
before naming their price.on future Tomatoes, and it. is anti- 
cipated that their prices will be 70c. for No. 2 Standards and 
90c. for No. 3 Standards for delivery f. o. b. Baltimore. When 
those prices are published the country canners in Maryland 
and Delaware will, doubtless, place their quotations on the 
same level with the prices made by the Baltimore canners. 
To-day’s lowest quotations for full Standard brands future 
Tomatoes are 65c. for No. 2s, 85c. for No. 3s and $2.50 for 
No. 10, less 1% per cent., delivered f. o. b. factory, with 100 
per cent. delivery, and responsible canner behind the contract. 
Of course, all quotations are subject to the market changes. 

Spot Tomatoes advanced again this week, reaching $1.30 
for No. 3 Standards f. o. b. Baltimore, only a few carloads 
being available at $1.25. In local markets the selling prices 
are gradually working up to a level with the Baltimore mar- 
ket. The holders in this section appear to be satisfied to 
await further developments, feeling confident that the exist- 
ing stocks will be cleaned up before the next canning season 
for Tomatoes rolls round. 


C. W. Baker & Sons, Feb. 1.—The enormous demand for 
future Tomatoes during the past two weeks has absorbed all 
our offerings at 65c. for 2s and 85c. for 3s. We are very 
sorry that we could not take care of the business that has 
been offered us during the past few days at the above figures. 
A little later we hope to have further offerings, and in the 
meantime if any particular brands are wanted, advise us 
and if we can get them, will do so. There is a little more 
interest being shown in Spot Tomatoes at full prices. 


Smith-Webster Co., Feb. 3.—Orders for future Tomatoes 
have overwhelmed us for the past week. We have taken care 
of every order possible at 85c. and 65c. for packers’ labels. 
The supply is now exhausted, and we cannot buy any more 
at present at this price. It will require a bid of at least 


87%c. for 3s, and 67%c. for 2s to attract sellers. Most 
packers who are ready to sell have sold up.

CORN. 


Wm. Silver & Co., Feb. 1.—Spot Corn, especially Maine 
style, seems to be in good demand in order to fill the gap as 
a cheap seller, and this same demand seems to be growing, 
which is smaH wonder—considering the scarcity and high 
price of other staples. 

Good grades of Corn are ruling at firm prices, those pos- 
sessing same feeling that the active demand for the cheaper 


grades will -put large quantities into:consumption, and that 
therefore the better grades will be required to fill the gap 
later on and at good prices. 


There is little doing in future Corn as yet, since the trade 


is waiting for the prices on the Maine pack to be announced, 
and it is felt that these will be the same as last season. 


Farmers are securing such high prices for their other 
products that they are demanding same prices for raw stock 
as they received last year; hence packers have been reluctant 
to make prices, awaiting further developments in the growing 
section.

ting the goods. The other lines of vegetables are firmly held, 
though the sales are high, and they will not bother the can- 
ner to get rid of them during the remainder of the season. 

Apples were easily the leader in point of activity in canned 
fruits. Counting of stocks in this section developed smaller 
holdings of that article than was anticipated, and orders to 
buy some of them found few sellers. They will advance in 
price before spring. Steady buying of Pears in small lots is 
noticed, and, while it causes no advance in the prices as yet, 
it puts a lot of them into line for consumption. Pit Peaches 
are getting scarce here... The other items in the list of fruits 
were dull but firm during the week, only the small everyday 
run of assorted orders coming in to replace broken stocks. 


The holdings of the entire line of fruits here are much smaller 
than usual for this time of the year. 


Cove Oysters are strong but not active. The Chesapeake 
Bay and tributary rivers are so badly frozen up that the can- 
ners were obliged to stop work four or five weeks ago, and 
they cannot regain the lost time because the law limits the 
number of days for canning oysters in this State. 

Stare & Crary Co., Jan. 31.—It has been a good while since 


we have had anything to say about spot Wisconsin Peas. The 
fact is, we have had little or nothing to talk about. 


There has been a good deal of inquiry for Spot Peas re- 
cently as a result of inventories at the close of the year, reveal- 
ing holes in jobbers’ assortments. Just how all of these holes 
are going to be filled is more than we are able to figure out. 

The story for 1912 is nearly completed. The end is in 
sight. Out of fifty-six packers in the State we have sold more 
or less futures for more than twenty of them. We have only 
two or three packers who will book any additional futures; 
only one who will book any Standards. 

The sale of future Standard Peas has been enormous. 
Packers have sold this grade far more liberally than they 
have Extras or Fancies. A lot of the trade have not bought. 
We believe they are a good purchase at the present market.

(An address -delivered by Frank E. Diggs, Manager of the 
Canned Goods Department, C. W. Antrim & Sons, Rich- 
mond, Va., before the Annual Convention of the Salesmen 
of C. W. Antrim & Sons, December 27, 28, 29, 1911).

As we shall shortly begin the sale of Future Canned Goods 
in several lines, I have thought that I could not better or more 
profitably employ the time allotted me for this morning than 
by a discussion of the principles of Future Sales, or rather 
contracts for the delivery of a given commodity at a later 
date; and I will try not to bore you by a long discourse, con- 
fuse you by technical terms, nor yet appeal to your sensitive- 
ness by any attempt at oratory or rhetoric, but will endeavor 
in a plain, every-day conversation to tell you some of the 
reasons why Futures (as they are called) are sold and why it 
is advantageous to employ this method of merchandising. 


“Futures”"—The Term Misunderstood. 


Not # few merchants are averse to making contracts for . 


-forward delivery, solely because of the odium attached to 
the term. “Futures,” which ‘in some minds is indelibly fixed 
as a name for that species of “gambling” whereby a certain 
amount is posted as a bet that the market will attain a Hi 
figure (either higher or lower) at a future date. 

The selling of Future Canned Goods is in no way related 
to this kind of trading (which applies equally to other com- 
modities we offer from time to time, but, as you have al- 


.A. Contract is Protection. 


The buying of Future Canned Goods is by no means — 


“gambling”—it is purely legitimate imyestment. 

It is providing for an actual need. | 

It is simply a purchase of goods required for the conduct 
of a successful business. 

It is preparation for continuing a project undertaken-— 
the selling of goods for a profit. 

Securing at a logical season and under advantageous con- 
ditions an article which must be provided at some time. 

Providing security against the hazards of uncertain crops. 

It is very similar to an insurance policy, in that while one 
guarantees protection against present loss, the other guar- 
antees the delivery of the goods when needed. 


And we find this system of buying and selling Futures 
(let us call it making contracts, if you prefer) is the basis 
of all business transactions. The very beginning of any busi- 
ness must necessarily be a ‘‘contract’”’ for ‘‘Futures.”” The 
lease on the house to be occupied is a deal in Futures, or the 
award of a building contract is providing in advance for fu- 
ture need. 

The farmer deals in Futures when he fallows his soil and 
sows seed in the spring for a crop which he cannot market 
till fall. He buys Futures when he builds’ in advance barns 
to house a crop not yet produced. hs 

The Railroads must secure right of way, sometimes years 
in advance. They must place orders ahead for rails, for ties, 
for rolling stock, and equipment, or else we’d never see a new 
road built. 

Suppose you say, “I’m going to run an excursion down 
the river on Saturday,’’ and I ask what steamer you will use— 
your reply is, ‘““Oh, I don’t make any future contracts, I’ll get

The making of contracts for delivery from the season’s 
crop is a reasonable and profitable investment, or rather 
agreement, because there is no investment, no outlay of money 
tied up and unused—payment is not made till the goods are 
delivered, value received; but a contract for a quantity which 
is expected to be used, of a known quality, brand or grade, 
made-with a house that may be depended upon, is an asset 
of untold value—it relieves anxiety and permits attention 
to other subjects. 


Future Prices Legitimate. 


Goods bought on contract are bought on an equitable basis 
of cost. Because the canner has bought his seed, has made his 
arrangements for acreage and labor, has installed his ma- 
chinery, ordered his labels, contracted for his tins, ‘boxes, nails, 
and solder, has-commuted the value of his plant,-the. interest 
and insurance on the amount invested, he ‘is therefore able 
to figure to within the smallest fraction of a cent what. the 
finished product will cost: under normal crop conditions. He 
takes the risk of crop failure and bases’ the price on a fair 
profit, to which you will agree he is justly entitled.. 

Therefore Canned Goods bought at opening prices are gen- 
erally well bought. Statistics will show and your experience 
prove that rarely do prices go below the opening. Sometimes 
they do advance and then decline to approximately the first 
basis, but under these conditions the buyer has not-lost any- 
thing‘if he bought at first. 

Even should the market decline a few cents a dozen, the 
security of having a good contract, for good goods of the

quality, kind and brand wanted, more than offsets a fraction 
of a cent per can, and in any event his customary margin of 
. profit is undisturbed. 


The Real Gambler. 


There is only one way in which a merchant can make 
by refusing to buy Futures, and that is by disaster or misfor- 
tune, because, as before stated, opening prices are made on a 
fair margin of profit to the canner, based on actual cost. 
Therefore reduced prices for the buyer must mean loss to the 
producer, and my opinion is that those who speculate by 
refusing to contract for what they must ultimately have and 
expect to buy, are on the verge of “gambling,” hoping to win 
through loss. 


Canned Goods Pure. 


There have been marked advances made in the production 
of Canned Foods during the past few years, both in quantity 
and in quality. The canning interests have been from the be- 
ginning the strongest allies of the National Food Inspectors. 
To them, more than any other body, was due the enactment 
of the Pure Food Law in 1906. 

Canned Foods have always been. pure, preservation, as you 
know, being accomplishéd by sterilization only, or, in other 
words, the application of heat alone; but even so, great im- 
provement has been made in the selection of material, in 

“the use of heavier tin for cans, in the appointments of the 
factory, equipment, cleanliness, and sanitary appliances. 
- Do you know that the National Canners’ Association urged 
and finally succeeded in securing Government inspection for 
their own plants? This shows that the canners of Food Prod- 
ucts have nothing to conceal in their methods of preparation, 
but they invite scrutiny and supervision by ‘Uncle Sam”’ him-

From one o’clock until the shades of evening were falling 
the members of this progressive firm were busy entertaining 
their many friends, and a right royal entertainment was fur- 
nished. What will probably be the stock room was for this 
occasion furnished with a long table filled with every dainty 
in the way of salads, sandwiches and other edibles, and a 
plentiful supply of excellent coffee, all in charge of a caterer 
who had plenty of help and saw to it that no one was neg- 
lected. As an ‘aside’ there were bowls of punches, other 
tables with other liquids and in apparently endless variety. 
Canners and supply men of the city and from distant points 


paid calls and expressed their appreciation for the excellence 
of the affair. It was highly enjoyable. 


But what caught the attention of every one was the many 
excellent features of their new label printing plant. It is a 
question if there is a finer printing plant of its kind in the 
country. Built in one story the presses and other machinery 
rest upon concrete floors; the roof and walls are mainly glass 
so that the entire plant is flooded with light, even to its re- 
motest corners. At five o’clock, at this time of the year, it 
takes a well designed building not to require artificial light, 
and yet this is the case with this building and when it is 
considered that in printing good light is essential, the fact be- 
comes the more remarkable. The front part of the building is 
two stories, the second story, containing the offices, overlook- 
ing the entire workroom. The offices are handsomely finished 
in natural colored oak and are large and commodious. They 
occupy but half of the floor, the other half being used as the 
artists’ department. 

During the reception Miss Annie MacNichol, of the Mac- 
Nichol Packing Company, of Eastport, Maine, dropped in to 
pay her respects to the firm that did her father’s printing, 
because her father found it impossible to be present. She was 
accompanied by Miss Elizabeth Boulward, of Fredericksburg, 
Va., and like all the rest they came away surprised at the 
extent of the plant and the immense facilities it afforded. Har- 
ford County was well represented, as were all the rest of the 
counties of this State, to say nothing of numerous visitors 


from distant points. Mr. Bentley, the California representa- 
tive of the firm, came on for the occasion but the-old war 
horse, “‘Kronau, senior,’”’ was kept so busy signing up orders 
in the Middle West that he could not be present. 


GROWERS ARE ORGANIZING. 


A united effort will be made by the tomato growers of the 
Eastern Shore of Maryland to raise the price of tomatoes fur- 
nished canning houses for the coming season. A few days 
since 300 farmers in the vicinity of Denton and Ridgely, Caro- 
line county, this being now the banner tomato county in the 
State, met and after discussion, signed an agreement not to 
plant tomatoes for the coming season for less than $11.00 per 
ton. This is more than $2.00 higher than the price received 
last year, while only a few years past they were grown freely 
in this section at $6.50 per ton.

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EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


Great doings at Rochester. They are making history, 
while possibly you are staying home. 


But if you are not present in person, we trust you are 
in spirit, as a member of the National Canners’ Association. 

Every canner should be a member; he owes it to him- 
self and to the business, to pull with the majority towards 
the general betterment of the business. 


If you disagree with this statement, then yon must 
consent to place yourself in the light of being antagonistic 
to the welfare of the business. No man can stand stillina 
business; he must either go ahead or go backward, and if 
the matter be rightly considered, he is unjust if he tries to 
stand still. Plainly speaking, he becomes the fly in the 
ointment, a hinderance to progress; he trespasses on his 
neighbor’s rights. 


There are some men in every business who consider 
themselves exempt fron all modern requirements, because 
they have been in the business so long. It is the biggest 
mistake they can make. They ought to know best of all, 
from their long experience, that the things which are now 
in formatative stage are the things that are essentially nec- 
essary to the welfare of their business. They are not 
dreams, nor are they being fostered and worked out to con- 
clusions by dreamers; they are stern realities forced on the 
business by changing conditions, and the live men of the 
industry will all be found heartily supporting them. 


Never was there such a splendid opportunity to put the 
canned food industry on so high a plane, and in such high 
repute with the whole consuming public as we now have, 
The world is attentive to the story of canned food; is ready 
and willing to believe what you say, providing you back up 
your words with good deeds. And to prevent any mistakes 
you mdst keep abreast of the times, keep well informed, so 
as to know what is demanded of you. That is the duty of 
every private in this great army of producers. 


The simile of the army is perhaps not good; because 
while the officers in an army have to plan and direct, it is 
the privates who do the work; while in the canned food in- 
dustry your officers not only plan and devise means of suc- 
ceeding—of bringing about victory—but they do the work. 
Just consider for an instant if you were called upon to give 
your time and money to attend frequent meetings; watch 
legislative action and be on hand to consider every turn or 
change that may arise, would you do it? We doubt it in 
the great majority of cases, and yet this is exactly what the 
officers of your Association are doing for you. And all 
they ask is your moral support, that you belong to the As- 
sociation and pull with them. They are doing the work, 
it is for you to lend the support.

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ticle being ‘“The Buying of Futures’’, and we might add 


“fas seen from the buyers point of view, with his 
salesmen.”’ 


It will be interesting to note in this article that Mr. 
Diggs goes on the assumption that in naming future prices 
on his goods, the packer knows IN ADVANCE,—that is bc- 
fore the future prices are named—what he, the packer, will 
have to pay for his crops, his labor, new machinery to 1e- 
place old or any that may suddenly break down, or to i1 - 
crease his output for his cans, labels, cases, even the insu:- 
ance and the interest on the amount invested. That in 
naming prices on futures the packer knows all these things 
—every item of expense connected with the packing of the 
goods—and names the price in accordance with this know]- 
edge. It might be in order to stop right here and make an 
examination of conscience on this point. Because we can 
imagine hearing a rather unanimous ‘‘like Kelly does.’’ 


Another expression worth pinning on the wall over 
your desk is—and it must be remembered Mr. Diggs is 
talking to the salesmen of his house—‘‘Statistics will show 
and your experience prove that rarely do prices go below 
the opening.’’ 

In other words, future prices represent about the low- 
est prices the market on any given line reach. Mr. Diggs 


is imitating Dr. Wiley im distributing ‘some tacks’ for the 
canners to sit upon. 


Further on in the same address some splendid adver- 
tising for canned foods is given, for he instructs his sales- 


men to impress upon all the absolute purity of these goods; 
that the canners were the first to rally to the support of the 
Pure Food Law, and have always courted the widest pub- 
licity of their methods, because they have nothing to co: - 
ceal. It isa splendid tribute to the goods and the men who 
make them, and we commend Mr. Diggs for his advocacy 
of the greater use of canned foods, and for his progressive- 
ness in seeking to properly inform the men who meet with 
the retailers of avast territory. If his good example were 
followed in all wholesale grocery houses, canned foods 
would soon feel the benefit.

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CANNED FOODS AND PTOMAINE POISONING. 


(From the Grocers’ Gazette, London). 


We have recently given considerable attention in these col- 
umns to the subject of alleged ptomaine poisoning through the 
consumption of canned foods, and have on many occasions 
pointed out the folly of, and the damage caused to the trade by 
the hushing up of charges which are, in the vast majority of 
cases, unfounded and misplaced. So far back as August of 
last year we were able to present to the trade considerations, 
obtained from American sources, proving that all but a very 
small minority of the cases alleged to be ‘‘ptomaine poisoning”’ 
could not be due to the cause alleged. Dr. Osler, a well- 
known American authority and writer on medical subjects, 
avers that all bacteria are destroyed by heat sterilization in 
the process of canning and that it takes from seven to ten 
days for poisonous ptomaines to form, a conclusion which, if 
well founded (and we have no reason to doubt the soundness 
of the conclusions), absolutely disposes of the majority of the 
alleged cases. In this issue we publish an interesting letter 
from Mr. G. D. Tobey, of Liverpool, in which is given the 
result of the investigation of a case ascribed to tinned salmon, 
but which turned out to be attributable to an entirely different 
cause; and accompanying the letter are a number of ‘Points 
for Consideration respecting complaints of illness supposed to 
have arisen from eating canned foods,”’ issued by the Canned 
Foods Section of the Liverpool Chamber of Commerce. Among 
these “‘points” will be found many valuable hints, and to these 
may be added the following: ‘‘When a retailer receives a com- 
plaint from a customer that food supplied by him, whether 
canned or otherwise, has caused illness, his attitude should be 
one of sympathetic enquiry—firstly the extent of the illness, 
and secondly the number of people affected. If some of the 


people who partook of the food suffered no ill effects, to find 
out the state of the general health of the person or persons 
who were affected, and to draw attention to the fact that if it 
had been the food complained of that caused the illness, then 
it is extraordinary that all the persons who consumed it were 
not equally affected. In the event of all the people who 
consumed it being affected, then to enquire as to what other 
foods and drinks they had been taking. To find out whether 
the food when eaten was in practically the same condition as 
it would be when it was supplied. In many instances by the 
time this information had been obtained, the retailer would 
have been able to convince all concerned that the food he sold 


had nothing to do with the illness. If this were not so, to 
enquire whether a medical man had been consulted, and 


should the goods complained of be canned foods, to interview 
the doctor and take with him the ‘‘Points for Consideration,” 
show it to the doctor, and ask him whether he definitely states 
that the complained of goods, and nothing else, caused the 
illness. In ninety-nine cases out of a hundred he in all 
probability will get information from the doctor which will at 
once do away with the allegation. The guarantee of food 
sellers, whether wholesale or retail, to the public is that the 
food supplied by them at the time of sale is wholesome and 
fit for human consumption. The law does not expect nor do 
any food sellers claim that the food they sell will agree with 
all consumers regardless of their state of health and con- 
dition at the time they partook of the food. Many deaths have 


been caused through people who, after taking great bodily 
exertion on a hot summer’s day, have drunk freely of cold 


water, but no one throws the blame on the cold water. The 
blame attaches to the poor unfortunate person who improp- 
erly used the water. So also if a person is foolish enough 
to take any acid drinks immediately after or before taking 
milk, the effect on the consumer may not be fatal, but, in 
all probability, it will be distinctly disagreeable, but no one

Canned and prepared foods of all 
kinds have to be used with the same intelligence as fresh 
foods, and if so used there is‘certainly no more danger in one 
than the other. In the event of death occurring, alleged to 
have been caused by the consumption of certain food, then 
it is obviously the duty of the retailer to notify his whole- 
saler at once, who in turn, should take immediate steps that 
a proper and thorough enquiry is made at the inquest as 
to the cause of death before a verdict is arrived at.” The 
adoption of these hints will do much to remove an entirely un- 
deserved stigma from an extremely valuable portion of the 
food supply of the world, and at the same time relieve the 
vendors of equally undeserved prejudice. Our correspondent 
and the Liverpool Chamber of Commerce urge the necessity 
of investigation of every case—a course we have advised 
during many years past—and we trust the trade will now 
appreciate the necessity of the adoption of that course. 


Sir—Regarding the case of alleged poisoning by tinned 
salmon of the Rev. Thomas Harvey Blackett, Vicar of Orton, 
Westmoreland, at the adjourned inquest it was very clearly 
demonstrated and stated by the coroner (after the doctor’s 
post-mortem and the Government’s analysis of the contents of 
the stomach) that there was no question of poisoning in any 
shape or form, as per attached report from the ‘Daily Mail.” 

This being so, the canned foods section of the Liverpool 
Chamber of Commerce, of which the writer is the chairman, 
feel very strongly that the same prominent publicity should 
be given to the actual cause of death as was given to the sup- 
posed cause. 

There is no doubt in the minds of the canned foods section 
of the Liverpool Chamber of Commerce that the public at large 
are very greatly prejudiced by the unwarranted statements so 
repeatedly made in the public: press regarding canned foods, 
and they have for the past 1Z months been represented at all 
known inquests where it has been alleged that death has re- 
sulted through eating tinned foods, and in every instance it 
has been demonstrated that the tinned foods have not had 
anything to do with the illness.or death. 


The enclosed “Points for Consideration,” got up by the 
canned foods section of the Liverpool Chamber of Commerce, 
may be of interest to you.—I am, &c.,

Points for Consideration Respecting Complaints of Illness 
Supposed to Have Arisen From Eating Canned Foods. 

When you see the doctor, impress upon him the very 
grievous harm that is done to the masses of the people by being 
prejudiced against wholesome, cheap and good food through 
doctor’s bare statement is frequently taken as conclusive evi- 
dence that the food mentioned by him had actually caused 
the trouble, and, therefore, in the interests of the public, 
doctors should be most careful before making such statements 
that it is not a matter of opinion only, but that they know 
what they state to be correct. 

We know from personal experience that doctors are most 
apt to attribute any illness to a particular food which the 
patient is not in the habit of taking regularly. 

To our mind, it is quite sufficient for a doctor to say that 
something has disagreed with a patient if he does not know 
for a certain what it is, without attributing the illness to 
any particular form of food. That, in our opinion, would be 
a reasonable and proper attitude for a doctor to take up. 

If he knows beyond question that a certain food has 
caused the illness, well then it is perfectly right for him 
to say so, but not otherwise. 

Our contention is that frequently a doctor’s statement 
made even in good faith, but yet carelessly, to satisfy the 
patient has most far-reaching effects. It frequently leads 
people to engage in all sorts of litigation, which only results 
in expense, loss and disappointment to themselves; whilst if 
any such statements are persisted in regarding any particular 
commodity, it has the effect of prejudicing the people to whom 
the statement is made to such an extent that they not only 
cease to use the article themselves, but in their turn prejudice 
all their circle ‘of friends, and this sort of thing goes on in 
ever widening circles, until the initial force is spent. 

It might be as well for you to tell the doctor that the im- 
ports into the United Kingdom during 1910 of canned foods 
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amounted to over 100,000,000 tins condensed milk, 60,000,000 
tins salmon, 32,000,000 tins sardines, 22,000,000 tins canned 
meats, 15,000,000 tins canned fruits, 12,000,000 tins canned 
tomatoes, 10,000,000 tins canned pineapples, besides a great 
many other foods in tins. 

Now it follows, in our judgment, that if the people of this 
country are going to be frightened off foods preserved in tins 
they are going to very materially reduce the variety of their 
daily dietary; not only that, if the consumption of these foods 
is tabooed, it naturally throws the consumption of the masses 
on to other forms of food, and we venture to think that in 
a very little time those few people in the United Kingdom who 
do not at present use canned foods freely will be very ma- 
terially disadvantaged, owing to the fact that through the 
transference of the consumption on to the articles they at 
present consume, they will have to pay very much higher 
prices for the commodities they now use. 

In addition to this, the quantities of foodstuffs preserved 
in tins the world over is enormous, and through these forms 
of preservation, foods which could not possibly be used at 
the time of their maturity are preserved for the use of man 
when they are needed. . 

It is probably well within your knowledge that in the wars 
of civilized countries during the present generations, and also 
in expeditions and explorations in tropical and Arctic regions, 
canned foods have been principally relied -upon. 

To net it all down, in our judgment, if it were not for 
canned foods in a very few years things would pretty well go 
back to the primitive state, when food was not accumulated, 
but was simply eaten by man as and when he got it; and 
when he could not get it he starved. 


Labeling Food Products for North Caroline. 


Rules of the State Board of Agriculture Under Food Law. 


A label must be, as far as possible, attached to each 
package, and contain, in addition to other information, the 
name of the material, the name and address of the manu- 
facturer, importer or jobber. When the words ‘‘artificial,’’ 
‘‘imitation,’’ ‘‘compound,’’ ‘‘adulterated,’’ or other words 
of similar import, are required, they must be on the princi- 
pal label and immediately precede or follow the word or 
words they modify, which must be the principal word or 
words of the label, and be in at least half the size and same 
style of type and on the same kind of background as the 
word or words with which they are closely associated. The 
principal words in the label must be printed in either dark- 
colored letters on a light-colored background or light-color- 


ed letters on a dark-colored background- Any statement 
that is required on the principal label of a barrel or cask of 
molasses, molasses compound, sirup or compound sirup, 
vinegar or compound vinegar, must appear on one end or 
head of the barrel or cask; and if the principal label or any 


part of it appears on both ends of barrel or cask, they shall 
be identical, one to the other. 


The label on bottled soft drinks must bear the name 
and address of the bottler. 


Where the presence of preservatives, coloring matter 
or other substance or substances, is required to be printed 
on the label, the printing must be done clearly and conspic- 
uously on the label, in type not smaller than dyevier heavy 


gothic caps, and on the same kind of background as the rest 
of the label. 


Retail dealers, while offering food or beverage for sale, 
must keep the label so that it may be seen by purchaser or 


inspector, and the label must be so kept that it will remain 
legible.
